One change in 
the same line that IE is to be hoped for in 
the ' near future ia an extension of the 
short hoius of work plan to the stores that 
are kept open late at night for the con 
nience of the working people. There is 
T\O reason, except thoughtlessness, why all 
of the purchases made by so many persons 
on Saturday eveniugs cannot be completed 
before 9 o'clock p. m. In these instances 
it is commonly the wage-earners them- 
selves -H'ho are responsible for the cont 
nation of late evening hours and long 
hours* of work to wage earners in many of 
the stores both in Boston, its suburbs, and 
in the factory towns of tbe state-r If. the 
patrons of these shops could by any possi- 
bility be brought to realize their personal 
responsibility for the Jong and fatiguing 
hours of thousands of employes, it- is prob- 
able that a change in this respect could be 
quickly brought about. 
In the mean- 


time, towards shorter hours is slowly pro- 
gressing, retarded only, as in the in- 
stances we have referred to above, by tlie 
Thoughtlessness or indifference of wage 
earners, or by the unwillingness ot cer- 
tain employers to inaugurate a change.

much power in the bauds of the mayor. 
Pi>r yea™ it has been the complaint •with 
(ill parties that the mayor's powers ^rere 
tun limited, that ho had not the executive 
uuLhocicy necessary to protect the inter- 
ests o[ the city in the different depart- 
ments. 


It has been openly stated that responsi- 


bility was so divided amouy the heads of 
departments, and committees of the 
city I 


council that it was diiilcuU to place the 
blaaje or the responsibility when anything 
went wrong. 


For some years the business men of the 


city have been studying how this evil 
iiiight best be overcome. Their efforts 
eventuated in the appointment of. a coir.- 
luission to investigate the whole matter, 
and recommend a remedy for the abuses 
which they discovered ir. the administra- 
tion of the city's nffnirs. 


After a long and careful investigation, 


they arrived nt the conclusion that there 
wns nothing in the old city charter more 
detrimental to the eity's interests, or more 
reiiuiriu^- cliangc than the provisions by 
•which the mayor's powers are so re- 
stricted as to uiako him a mere figure- 
head. 


They set out to provide a remedy, and 


tl'.nt remedy is embodied as one of the 
main features of ihu revised charter. 
ISrii'lly stated, ic gives the mayor the pow- 
er to appoint all heads of departments, 
subject to combination of the board of 
nldermen, ami also to suspend said heads 
of departments for malfeasance or neglect 
of duty. 


The reason why the common council, or 


certain members thereof, objects so stren- 
uously to these provisions is, that it 
•would deprive that body of the privilege 
of having a voice in the selection of these 
ouidals. 
' That H undoubtedly the chief cause o[ 
their objection to the whole measure. 


Another feature of the measure to which 


they objccc is, that by which thn legisla- 
tive and executive functions of govern- 
ment would be wholly separated. 


That provision would ia!;e nway from 


the statesmen of the common council any 
control of ihe expenditure of money that 
th-jy now possess. 
At the present time 


they have a petition iu the legislature for 
permission to borrow S-JOO,OUO for the 
erection of schools. They would practi- 
cally have control of the expenditure of 
this money under tho present charter. 
L'uder the new charter they would have 
nothing to t'.o with the expenditure of the 
money. That is another great reason why 
they object to tho revised charter. 


It will, therefore, he seen that the ob- 


jections of the Lowell common council 
are wholly selfish and 
opposed to. the 


best interests of the city. 
They hold that the revised charter would 
remove the responsibilities from the peo- 
ple's representatives; but they cannot 
convince intelligent citizens that there is 
any foundation for such a statement. If 
the measure he submitted to the people, 
tha popular verdict will h» an emphatic 
endorsement of its provisions and a re- 
pudiatiou of the selfUh claims of certain 
members of the common council, urged 
ostensibly for the good of the city, but in 
reality to preserve the opportunities for 
political corruption now within grasp of 
ihe members of the common council. 


It is rumored that the bill \vill be emas- 


culated or changed, so as to meet the ap- 
proval of the republican city committee^ 
Such a step will condemn the whole 
oiensure and if carried out will brnnd 
• very man connected with it as the eue- 
ny of the city. Better le: the bill be de- 
ivntly defeated. •

The opposition of certain members of 


the ccuimon coiinoll to the revised charter 
bill, La based upon two 
of tho leadiug 


featured of tlie bill. 


The first objection Is, that Vt places too 


much, power in the hands of the mayor. 
1'or years it has been the complaint witli 
all parties that cho mayor's powers \vero 
too limited, that he had not tho executive 
authority necessary to protect the inter- 
ests of the olcy in the different depart- 
ments. 


It has been openly stated that responsi- 


bility was so divided among the heads of 
departments, and committees of the city 
council that it was difllcult to place the 
blame or the responsibility when anything 


AVCDt wrong. 


For some yettT3 the lousiness men of the 


city have been studying how this evil 
might best be overcome. Their efforts 
fventuated in the appointment of a com- 
mission to investigate the Tvholo matter, 
Qnd recommend a remedy for tho abuses 
which they discovered in the administra- 
tion ot tho city's affairs. 


After a long and careful investigation, 


they arrived at the conclusion that thero 
was nothing in the old city charter more 
detrimental to tho city's interests, or more 
requiring change than tho provisions by 
which the mayor's pon-ers are so re- 
stricted as to make him a moro figure- 
head. 
' 
\ 


They sot out to provide a remedy, and 


that remedy ia embodied as one of tlis 
moic features of tho revised charter. 
Briefly stnted, it fiives tho mayor tho pow- 
er to appoint nil heads of departments, 
subject to confirmation of the board of 
aldormon, and also to suspend said h«nds 
of departments for malfeasance or neglect 
of duty. 


Tho reason why the common council, or 


certain members thereof, objects so stren- 
uously to those provisions is, that 
it 


•would deprive that body of tho privilege 
of having a voice in tho selection of these 
officials. 


That is undoubtedly the chief cause of 


tneir objection to the who'.e measure. 


Another feature of the measure to which 


they object Is, that by which tho legisla- 
tive and executive functions of govern- 
ment would be wholly separated. 


That provision would take nway from 


the statesmen of the common council any 
control of the expenditure of money that 
they now possess. 
At the present time 


they have- a petition in the legislature for 
permission to borrow $200,000 for the 
erection of schools. They would practi- 
cally havo control of tho expenditure of 
this money under tho present charter. 
Under tho new charter they would have 
nothing to do with the expenditure of the 
money. That is another great reason why 
they object to the revised charter. 


It will, therefore, be seen that the ob- 


jections of tlie Lowell common council 
are wholly selfish and 
opposed to the 


best interests of the city. 
They hold that the revised charter -would 


remove the respon^ibilities-from the peo- 
jile's representatives; but they "cannot 
convince intelligent citizens tbat there is 
any foundation for such a statement. 
If 


the measure bo submitted to the people, 
the populur verdict will bn an 
emphatic 


endorsement of its provisions and a re- 
pudiation of the selfish claims of certain 
members of the common council, urged 
ostensibly for the good ot the city, but in 
reality to preserve the opportunities for 
political corruption now within grasp of 
Che members of the common council. 


It is rumored that the bill will be emas- 


culated or changed, so as to meet the ap- 
proval of the republican .city committee. 
Such a stop will condemn tho whole 
measure and if carried out will brand 
Bvery man'connected with it ^> the ene- 
my of the city. Better let the bill be de- 
Bintlr defeated.

FRANCE AROUSED 


Glamor for Sterner Attitude 


Toward England. 


HAKMONY WITH 
THE

BUND CAUSED-BY FRANCE. 


The Matter Will Cause In- 


ternational Difficulty. 


PARIS, March 19.—Tho French govcrn- 


ineutguvo uvidenco last night that tlio 
announcement intido b* AL Bertlielot o! 
thu ruruoi.stL'ancQ he hafl. offered ugiiinst 
thu Egyptian campaign up tho Nile, in a 
conversation wlih the Marquis of Duf- 
ferin, hag boon taken much more bei-i- 
ously than tht'-y wero prepared for. 


The outbreak .of approval from the 


ITreucli press and people and tho popular 
.clamor for uvcn moro decisive measures ol 
protest seem to hava alarmed the govern- 
ment and awakened au apprehension that 
they arc being precipitated into a p~0filtion 
of hostility to thu plan of Great Britain, 
bucked by the approval of the dieibund, 
•which miffht nntiill the gravest conse- 
quences. The enthusiasm awakened in 
France seems to eater moro into the ap- 
prehensions of iho French ministers thau 
thu irritation abroad. 


AB a consequence, steps have been taken 


to dull a little the sceminirly sharp ertpo 
of tho communication made to she British 
ambassador by M. Bcrthelot, the minister 
of foreign affairs. 
The following explana- 


tion, wlEh Its distinct touc of deprecation, 
was made SGmL-oCQchUly last night: 


''Yesterday's note was merely a short and 


rapidly drafted summary of tho objections 
v/hiuh France found it neceasary to formu- 
late in view of the unexpected and sudden 
decision of Great Britain. 


• "France also intended unequivocally to 
Intimate that she did not intend to ignore 
tho mciUer. But this In nowise implies o 
hostile attitude. On the contrary, they 
think that In viow oC the mutual friendly 
relations, frank and outspoken language 
•will contribute to the removal of misun- 
derstandings. 


"The Interview between M. Berthelot 


and the Marquis of Dufferin was of tho 
most fricudly character. It was pointed 
out .that it 
was Incumbent upon the 


Ruardinns oC tho Egyptian fund to ascer- 
tain the riecossity for an action entailing 
large outlays, and chat it was preferable 
that the attitudu to be taken should be 
rluflnod at the outset, instead of being lefs 
In doubc." 


Tho serious impression produced by M. 


Berthelot's note on tho Sondan situation 
continues, and has been brought homo to 
tho government that, the words of the 
roinlscor for foreign affairs were, of un- 
usual import. 


CroateB Hitter Feeling. 


The minister for foreign affairs, In hlg 


semi-official statement, said: ''The pro- 
posed advance up tho Nile la a great sur- 
prise to the government, and will serve to

The note and the- interview furnished 


to the cabinet council have brought forth 
a statement from official quarters, which 
explains thab the "words ''gravity of the 
consequences" were only intended to ap- 
ply to the use o* the Egyptian reserve 
fund, and, ic is added, M. Berthelot will 
later make "a statement to' thac effect. 
Should this be the case, ib would seem tha 
dreibund has practically triumphed, and 
that there will be no serious opposition 
upon tha part of France to the British ad- 
vance up the Nile. 


IJQ Jour, however, declares that Russia 


and France are in complete accord in re- 
gard to iLgrypt. Bub this may mean little 
or nothing so far as interfering with thu

How to Tentilate the Sleeping Boonii. 
It has been proved, by actual esperi' 


'raent, that a layer of air lies against tht 
walls which is subject to very little 
movement, even when there is a strong 
circulation in the middle of the room. 
It is therefore important that a bed 
ahohld not be placed close to the vrall 
If iept there daring the daytime, il 
should be moved at least several inch- 
es out into the room at night. 


Alcoves and curtains should be avoid- 


ed. In an alcove inclosed on three sides 
a lake of air forms which may be com- 
pared to the stagnant pools often ob- 
served along the margins of rivorg. 


While placing tho bed, especially the 


head of it, where it will be shielded 
from the strongest draft, thero should 
still be enough motion in the air in 
that vicinity to 'insure fresh supplies 
constantly throughout the.night.

Draw this between 
thumb and finger until it is a fine crin- 
kle, then sew up sides with silk, gather 
bottom half aa inch from edge, wind 
silk around so it will not pull out, turn 
and staff with cotton, gbther top. Bay 2 
yards of rubber stemming, cat this in o 
different lengths, run a fine wire inside 
stem, letting this come out about 2 
inches, ran this through top of orange 
and fasten around stem. Cat a leaf am 
of green paper, about 3 inches, crinkle in 
center, using 3 for an orange. Stick 
on to stem, letting ends hang down over 
orange. Five make a pretty bunch. Tie 
with ribbon.

The labor committee reported a bill to 


limit the hours ol labor of women and 
minors in mercantile establishmunts to 60 
hours a week, under penalty of from"$25 
to $3U for each offense. 


A resolve was presented authorizing the 


payment oC $6557.14 to tho widow of Gov- 
ernor Greenhulge, being th? balance oC 
salary which he' would have received, had 
he lived. 
"A mouster petition hns been filed asU- 
lug for legislation providing that on peti- 
tion of a majority of persons residing- o: 
doiug business wlchin 250 yards oC a placa 
where alcoholic liquor is sold, such place 
may be ordered closed. 


The bill requiring three-eighths of tha 


money received from liquor license fees to 
be paid Iuto the state treasury, was lalil 
on the cable, pending disposition oC thu 
bill requiring ill such fees to be turned in 
to the state treasury. 


The senate resolutions relative to the 


.Monroe doctrine were laid upon tho table. 


The senate refused to repeal the Bos- 


ton registration law of last year prohibit- 
ing the use of old records to prove na- 
turalization. The committee on banks 
and banking reported reference to che 
nest general conic on the petition for tho 
incorporation of the Bay.State Savings 
bank of Attleboro. 


A hearing of interest yesterday was the 


Southern Union station question, ilayor 
Qnlccy of Boston submitted a new bill to 
the committee on railroads, and explained 
at length its various provisions. 


Another hearing of extensive interest 


was in regard to the compulsory carrying 
of lanterns at nlghc by bicyclists. Some 
very curious testimony was submitted, IE 
appearing to be the opinion of wheelmen 
generally that the more that is done to 
prevent accidents the greater the danger 
of accidents occurring. Said one witness: 
"If tho pedestrian knows I am com- 
ing, his mind begins to act and mine ba- 
gins to act, and there Is confusion and a 
collision." Another 
said: . "The 
more 


warning a pedestrian ig given, the more 
danger there is of a collision." 


Among other hearings worthy ot special 


mention were those relative to street rail-" 
way matters aad the amelioration of tha 
condition of the motor man, and a retire- 
ment fnnd for schoolteachers. 


The committee on election laws—two 


Democrats and one Republican dissenting 
—reported in the house a bill giving to 
women the right to vote on the question 
oC granting liquor licenses. 


Augnstlne Thompson presented a peti- 


tion which asks nothing less stortllD| 
than-the impeachment of all the Justices 
of the supreme bench. _. ._

NEW DEPARTMENT OPENED. 
Consumers' JBrevrlnjj Co., TV1U Boltlo Beer 


for Export Purposes—Fine AddJUon to the 
Plunt. 
A new branch of the brewing industry 


will be opened at the Consumers' brewing 
plant in a few days, when the brewery mil 
formally open its new and elaborate bottl- 
ing department from which it will send 
out Bteamed "export" beer to all parts of 
the country. Tho bottling department is 
in a two-story briclc building nearby the 
main building and will be in charge of Mr. 
Fred "SV. Glider, formerly of the American 
Brewing Co., of Rochester, N. Y. 
The 


machinery is all of Uie most improved 
pattern, and the capacity of tho depart- 
ment will be 1000 dozen bottles per day at 
present. 
The beer will be bottled from 


"halves" by hand and then closed with a 
tin cap, after -which Ic will be steamed, 
labeled, and shipped away. Local bottlers 
will furnisli the local trade and the brew- 
ery trade will be exclusively exporting. 
The labels are very neat and are printed 
in gold on white paper. 


In the brewery proper $30,000 worth of 


new kegs have been placed in a mammoth 
new storehouse and the directors con- 
template building a large addition to the 
main building in the spring. Sixteen new 
tanks ench with a capacity of 3f>0 barrels 
are being put in and altogether it looks ns 
if Consumer's beer was a paying beverage. 
The brewer is !Mr. Charle.s R'apprecht, one 
of tire most competent men :iu the busi- 
ness.
